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RESPONSE TO RESTRICT ION REQUIREMENT

This commutation is in response to the Office Action dated November 23, 2005. 

The Examiner requires restriction of the above-referenced application to one of the following 
inventions: 

Group I: claims 1-54 and 79-93, drawn to a guide device; and 
Group II; claims 55-78, drawn to a kit with guide and plate, 

Applicants elect the Group I claims (claims 1-54 and 79-93). Accordingly, claims 55-78 are 
withdrawn from consideration. 
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The Examiner further requires election of one of the following "patentably distinct" species: 

Species A: Figure 8 

Species B: Figures 1-3B 

Species C: Figure 4 

Species D: Figures 5A, 5B, and 5C 

Species E: Figure 6 

Species F: Figure 7 

The Examiner submits that no claims are generic. 

At the outset, Applicants note that the species groupings are incorrect. Figure 4 illustrates the 
same device shown in Figures 1-3B, thus species B and C should be a single species. Figure 8 
illustrates the same device shown in Figure 7, thus species A and F should be a single species. 
Regardless, Applicants elect Species D, Figures 5A, 5B, and 5C, with traverse. Applicants agree 
with the Examiner's assertion that no claims are generic. Claims 1-24, 26-28, 30-31, 33-38, 45-46, 
48, and 86-93 read on the elected species. Accordingly, claims 25, 29, 32, 39-44, 47, 49-54, and 78- 
85 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to the elected species.
